Our ride wasnt going to be able to skate until 
3:00pm because he still goes to high school. Me 
and Austin didnt wanna wait that long so we got 
up early to walk to a ditch ourselves. We both 
met up at the Spillway around 11:30am. The 
Spillway is without a doubt the first ditch we 
ever skated. The lip sticksup enough where you 
can get a perfect grind on it. Its kind of quick 
but not so steep that its more of a wallride, 
perfect for carving if it was just a little 
longer. This is the best ditch for slashing. 
Not like skatepark coping that was made to be 
grinded on, but a janky lip that doesnt even 
look skatable. 


After running out of water we left the Spillway 
and headed to Austins place so he could pack 
for college(he was leaving the next day). We 
waited until around 3:00 until our ride called 
to say he felt lame and wasnt gonna skate today. 
I thought the day was done, ruined just like 
everything else we try to plan out. We were all 
wanting to go to like half a dozen ditches and 
have some fun together. After about an hour of 
being pissed off we found a ride to at least 
one more ditch. We decided to go to a ditch we 
found about a your or so earlier but never 
skated. We thought it was private property 
cause it was behind a fence but later found out 
it is a public park. 
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We got to the ditch around 5:00pm. Just me 
and Austin, nobody else wanted to come. It 
was way hotter than it was earlier in the 
day but the ditch was great. Alot of the 
ditches we skate are back and forth like a 
lame ass miniramp or something but this one 
was actually long enough to get carving runs 
on it. It goes downhill a little bit and 
curves into a lake but theres like a grass 
wall at the end of the ditch so your board 
wont go in the water. It didnt have a lip 
that was grindable so we were looking for 
little sweet spots to make up for it. Austin 
was stoked on my layback on the steep part 
(45 degrees or so) but he got a fastplant, 

a backside boneless, I think a tailblock on 
it? I dont remeber everything he did. The 
fact that it was a ditch weve been wanting 
to skate for that long and then finally 


getting to go was gnarly. By this time I was 
feeling alot better about the day. I was 
having alot more fun. Im still bummed we 
only got to go to two ditches, nobody else 
wanted to come(or they couldnt make it), and 
I didnt get as much coverage for this issue 
as I wanted, but looking back on it, it was 
a pretty gnarly session. After all that we 
went home. One of the high points of the day 
was that it didnt rain until I had to go to 
work at 8:00pm that night. 


We named Tas one T-/0 (partial, after the 
TFA song), After worching it for years we 
found out ifs wet about 364 days owt of 
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Thing Bad zine #5 
This one looks like it took a long time to make.
